SUBJECT: ARRIVAL PROCEDURES FOR US DELEGATION 

1. THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 7, AVIANCA 81 FROM BOGOTA, ARRIVING 
QUITO 1050AM. WHEN DOORS OPEN, AMB MAILLIARD AND ASST SEC- 
RETARY ROGERS WILL BE MET AT THE BOTTOM OF THE FRONT STEPS 
BY AMB BREWSTER AND ECUADOREAN OFFICIALS (PROBABLY NOT MORE 
THAN ONE OR TWO, FROM THE PROTOCOL DEPARTMENT OF MINISTRY 
OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS). MAILLIARD AND ROGERS WILL THEN BE 
ESCORTED TO THE VIP LOUNGE, THENCE TO AMB BREWSTER S CAR 
FOR THE RIDE TO THE RESIDENCE. MRS. BREWSTER WILL MEET 
MRS. ROGERS AND ESCORT HER SEPARATELY. RECOMMEND THAT 
PHILIP TAYLOR HAVE ALL RPT ALL PASSPORTS AND ENTRY CARDS, 
TICKETS AND BAGGAGE CLAIM STUBS. PASSAGE WILL MEET TAYLOR 
AT BOTTOM OF STEPS AND HELP COMPLETE ENTRY FORMALITIES 
AND BAGGAGE RETRIEVAL. ALL OTHER MEMBERS OF PARTY SHOULD 
ALSO FOLLOW INTO VIP LOUNGE, DO NOT FOLLOW REMAINDER OF 
PASSENGERS INTO INTERNATIONAL ARRIVALS TERMINAL. IF 
IN DOUBT, MILL AROUND AT THE BOTTOM OF THE AIRCRAFT 
STEPS - WE WILL BE WEARING LAPEL BADGES LOOKING 
FOR YOU. FSO-4 DAVID SHAW, CONTROL OFFICER FOR HOTEL 
QUITO GROUP, WILL ESCORT MESSRS. MCNEIL AND GANTZ; 

PAO HOLLEY MACK BELL WILL ESCORT BRIAN BELL; DAVID 
PASSAGE WILL ESCORT DON BARNES, ELKIN TAYLOR, PHILIP 
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TRUCK FOR BAGGAGE, BUT RECOMMEND THAT ALL EXCEPT 
AMB MAILLIARD, ASST SEC & MRS. ROGERS, AND AMB AND 
MRS. BREWSTER REMAIN IN VIP LOUNGE UNTIL ALL BAGGAGE 
ACCOUNTED FOR. 

2. FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 8, BRANIFF 979 FROM MIAMI, ARRIVING 
QUITO 0825AM. WHEN DOORS OPEN, DEPUTY SECRETARY 
INGERSOLL WILL BE MET BY AMB BREWSTER AND GOE UNDER 
SECRETARY FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS (AMBASSADOR RODRIGO VALDEZ). 
THERE HAVE BEEN PRESS PEOPLE AND PHOTOGRAPHERS MEETING 
THE DELEGATIONS ALREADY ARRIVED, AND IT IS FAIR TO ASSUME 
THERE MAY BE SOME FOR ARRIVAL OF DEPUTY SECRETARY. 

SCENES AT AIRPORT SO FAR HAVE BEEN HIGHLY INFORMAL 
(CONFUSION RAMPANT), AND DEPUTY SECRETARY MAY WISH TO 
MAKE BRIEF ORAL STATEMENT AT THE FOOT OF THE STAIRS TO 
WHATEVER PRESS ARE IN ATTENDANCE. AMB. VALDEZ SPEAKS 
GOOD ENGLISH BUT WE RECOMMEND THAT DON BARNES BE CLOSE 
AT HAND TO PROVIDE INTERPRETING SERVICES, IF REQUIRED, 

FOR DEPUTY SECRETARY AND PRESS. AMBASSADOR WILL THEN 
ESCORT DEPUTY SECRETARY THROUGH VIP LOUNGE TO CAR, 

AND THENCE TO RESIDENCE; MRS. BREWSTER WILL ESCORT 
MRS. INGERSOLL SEPARATELY. RECOMMEND THAT ROBERT 
DUEMLING HAVE ALL RPT ALL PASSPORTS, TICKETS, AND 
BAGGAGE CLAIM TAGS; PASSAGE WILL MEET AT FOOT OF 
AIRPLANE STEPS AND ASSIST IN CLEARING IMMIGRATION AND 
CUSTOMS FORMALITIES, RETRIEVAL OF BAGGAGE, ETC. DEPUTY 
CHIEF OF MISSION BREWSTER R. HEMENWAY WILL ESCORT 
CONGRESSMAN WHALEN; FSO-4 DAVID SHAW AND DAVID PASSAGE 
WILL ESCORT ROBERT DUEMLING AND LUIGI EINAUDI; 

RSO MEL HARRISON WILL ESCORT RICHARD CLEMMONS AND

INGERSOLL AND AMBASSADOR AND MRS. BREWSTER TO REMAIN 
IN VIP LOUNGE UNTIL ALL BAGGAGE IS ACCOUNTED FOR.
